Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  I960. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General' s estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  10,680  which  represents  an  increase  of  100  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

Live  Births  and  Rate 

The  number  of  live-births  was  157,  an  increase  of  27  over  the 
previous  year  and  the  crude  birthrate  was  accordingly  1A» 70,  which, 
after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General' s Comparability  Factor,  which 
is  computed  from  a population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts,  becomes  16.32;  this  rate  was 
slightly  lower  than  that  of  17*1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  2 (l  M.  IF.)  and  the  still 
birth  rate  was  accordingly  12.58*  which  compares  favourably  with  that  of 
19*7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  3 (2  M.  IF.)  and  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  accordingly  19.11  and  also  compares  favourably  with 
that  of  21.7  for  England  and  Wales.

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  again  nil,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  119  (56  M.  63  F.)  and  the 
erude  death  rate  was  accordingly  11,1 A*  which,  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  is  reduced  to 
9.13  and  was  lower  than  that  of  11. 5 for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths,  as  would  naturally  be  expected,  was 
Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System 
of  these  there  were  70. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  is  however  exceptional 
in  that  it  is  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  many  middle-aged  persons. 
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There  were  23  of  those  deaths,  11  male  and  12  female.  The  ages  at  death 
ranged  from  3Q  to  87  years,  and  of  these  ^ or  l^o  were  under  60  years. 
Intensive  research  is  being  devoted  to  its  causation,  which  is  still 
obscure. 

The  second  chief  cause  of  deaths,  as  in  previous  years,  was  Cancer, 
of  which  there  were  2k,  exactly  the  sane  number  as  in  the  previous  year. 

There  have  been  notable  advances  in  modem  treatment  which  nevertheless 
is  wholly  ineffective  if  the  diagnosis  is  established  too  late;  having 
regard  to  the  latent  and  insidious  nature  of  the  disease,  procrastination 
by  patients,  the  majority  of  whom  are  becoming  old,  is  the  most  common 
factor  associated  with  late  diagnosis. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  10  deaths  (7  F.)  compared  with  6 (5  M.  IF 

in  the  previous  year.  The  ages  at  death  ranged  from  57  to  82  years  and 
3 or  3Q/o  were  under  60  years.  The  predominance  of  male  deaths  would 
appear  to  be  significant  in  relation  to  the  theory  that  the  inhalation  of 
tobacco  smoke  over  a prolonged  period  of  years  is  a contributory  or  primary 
causative  factor. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  (see  table),  and  there 
was  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Measles 

172  cases  were  notified.  This  infection  is  endemic  amongst  children 
and  outbreaks  occur  when  a sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children  has 
aggregated.  Fortunately  it  is  not  usually  a serious  illness,  but 
occasionally  dangerous  complications  viz.  Broncho-pneumonia.,  Acute  Otitis 
Media  and  Acute  Encephalitis  in  that  order  of  frequency,  supervene.  The 
occurrence  of  Post-Measles  Acute  Encephalitis  would  appear  to  be  becoming 
more  frequent  in  recent  years,  and  although  the  majority  of  patients 
recover,  a few  die  from  a fulminating  type  of  the  illness. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  five  cases  were  notified.  Outbreaks  are  becoming  less  common 
and  this  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  more  and  more  infants  are  being 
vaccinated  against  the  disease  each  year  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  by 
the  family  Practitioners.  The  number  of  infant  deaths  from  Broncho- 
pneumonia and  Collapse  of  the  Lung  is  now  at  a minimum. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Three  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this 
infection  is  comparatively  mild  and  few  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  The  serious  complications  of  former  years,  such  as 
Nephritis,  Endocarditis  and  Otitis  Media  are  now  rarely  seen. 

Erysipelas 

This  infection  of  the  skin  which  is  caused  by  the  same  micro-organism 
as  Scarlet  Fever  is  now  comparatively  rare  - only  one  case  was  notified* 

This  also  was  a very  serious  disease  in  former  years  but  modern  treatment 
with  the  Antibiotics  or  Sulpha  drugs  is  specific  and  no  death  has  been 
recorded  in  this  area  since  the  introduction  of  the  Sulpha  drugs  in  S93&. 

Sonne  Dysentery 

Four  cases  from  one  family  in  which  personal  and  environmental  hygiene 
were  of  low  standard,  were  notified.  This  is  usually  a mild  disease 
causing  diarrhoea  with  or  without  blood  and  mucus  for  a few  days  and  as  a 
number  of  patients  do  not  consult  their  Practitioners,  many  become 
convalescent  or  chronic  carriers  in  whom  a reservoir  of  infection  persists 
and  where  personal  and  environmental  hygiene  are  neglected  outbreaks  occur 
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from  time  to  time. 

Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  and  other  notifiable  Diseases 

None  of  these  was  notified. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  proved  to  be  an  invaluable 
achievement  of  medical  science,  and  the  absence  of  Poliomyelitis  amongst 
those  vaccinated  also  would  seem  to  be  proof  of  an  equal  achievement. 

Tuberculosis 

Four  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  all  in 
the  35+  years  age  group.  Prior  to  circa  1950,  the  majority  of  cases 
occurred  in  the  adolescent  age-group  but  since  then  the  number  of  cases 
in  this  age-group  has  become  less  and  less  which  is  an  index  that  the 
forces  of  the  Public  Health  Services  are  closing  the  breaches  of  infection. 
In  this  respect,  the  Mq,ss  Radiography  Service  is  performing  a valuable 
service  in  the  ascertainment  of  latent  cases  who  would  sooner  or  later 
become  overt  cases  of  infection  to  others.  B. C.G-.  vaccination  is  also 
available  to  children  before  they  leave  school  and  is  one  of  the  many 
defensive  measures  that  in  the  course  of  time  should  lead  to  the  complete 
elimination  of  this  disease  which  has  plagued  man  for  Centuries. 

Notable  advances  in  treatment  within  the  last  decade  have  also  been 
of  inestimable  value,  particularly  in  eliminating  the  waiting  lists  for 
treatment  in  Sanatoria  and  in  reducing  the  number  of  beds  required. 

No  new  cases  of  Non-Re spiratory  or  Bovine  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
which  is  an  index  of  the  safety  of  our  present-day  milk  and  meat  supplies. 

In  conclusion,  I v/ish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 
your  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  also  to  thank 
the  staff  for  their  thorough  and  efficient  service.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

For  the  major  part  of  the  year  the  collection  of  household  refuse 
was  by  direct  labour  using  a Dennis  15  cubic  yard  rear  loading  barrier 
type  covered  vehicle.  The  majority  of  the  district  being  covered  by  a 
fortnightly  collection  with  a weekly  collection  in  the  town  area  of  Wye  and 
a four-weekly  collection  in  the  more  scattered  areas.  During  the  year 
a new  15  cubic  yard  Commer  Karrier  barrier  loader  was  put  into  service 
and  the  staff  increased  to  five.  Prom  November  the  whole  of  the  district 
was  covered  by  a fortnightly  collection  with  the  exception  of  Wye  which 
continues  to  receive  a weekly  collection. 

The  four  refuse  tips  at  Molash,  Boughton  Aluph,  aldington  and  Smeeth 
are  still  being  used  for  the  disposal  of  house  refuse.
